Did you find it faster and easier 
than the other highways? 

The first time we took the toll- 
way in to Maywood, we were de- 
lighted.

They can't figure out how to get 
off, and they may spend the rest of 
their lives wandering back and 
forth on the highway, stopping oc- 
casionally at "The Oasis" for the 
necessities of life. 

Have" you noticed how many peo- 
ple have been disappearing lately? 

It's my bet that if they really 
search, most of them will be found 
on some tollway, somewhere, cut off 
from their loved ones, sternly for- 
bidden to stop, slow down or ask 
directions. 

We were in the first stages of star- 
vation by now. The restaurant was 
attractive and clean, the service was 
good.

was grateful to know there was a 
place fairly close to home where I 
could stock up on fried ants. 

THERE'S BEEN a dearth of them 
in ' our house, always.) I'm sure 
many people feel this lack bitterly. 

I did gain something. I've always 
wondered what treacle was, and 
they have that, too. I got some, just 
to find out. 

We resumed our weary travel, 
close to home now. When we got 
home it was like coming back after 
a long time. In fact, it was a long 
time. 

It had taken us approximately 
three hours to cover about 70 miles. 
My father did about the same with 
a horse and buggy. And cheaper. 

It cost us $1.50 just in tolls to buy 
our way out. ' I "refuse to add up 
the cost of the food — it hurts too 
much. 

I HAVE decided the tollways are 
really not designed solely for 
travel. They are part of a deep, 
devious plan, to dispose of part of 
our exploding population.

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Controlled Shooting Area Plan 
Will Alter Habits of Hunters 



Significant changes are taking 
place in hunting tin the Chlcagoland 
area— changes which the average 

^hunter imayinot realize ,' but 'which 
are now having an effect upon his 

"hunting 'habits today and will have 

leven rgreater effects/tomorrow, ac- 
cording to JChuck Terry, -director of 
Richmond game .fields Richmond, 
a Chicago suburb. ^* 
, "Tjfiere are ' probably two basic 

--reasons why these changes are com- 
ing abouij," said Terryl ' "1— The 

' landowner is cultivating his .land so 
cleanly "there is little cover or feed 
left for wildlife; <2)— The popula- 
tion explosion in this country has 
increased the number of hunters. 
"The landowner, • confronted with 
•this great horde of hunters, is wor- 
ried about letting, them into his 
fields. Actually, there is an excess 
of 15,000,000 hunters in the United 
States today and each year hundreds 
of thousands are added. 

"In the '60*s when there will be 
a marked, increase in the percentage 
of teenagers, there will be an even 
greater pressure on- the landowner. 
"Out of all of this 1 has come the 
controlled shooting area," Terry 
added. "In 1946, there were only a 
handful of controlled shooting areas 
in the United States. 

"Today there are upwards of 
2,000 across the nation, and that 
doesn't include the many individual 
sportsmen and groups of sportsmen 
who lease land and release game on 

it." 

What effect has controlled area 
hunting had online hunter? There 
seem to be three: 

(1). There are more good shots 
today because the five month season 
permissible at controlled shooting 
areas in Illinois means hunters have 
more practice. (2) There are 
more women hunters because the 
controlled shooting areas are easily 
accessible. (3). More fathers take 
their young teen-age and younger 
sons hunting, likewise, because of 
the easy accessibility of the shooting 
fields. 

An example of the controlled area 
operation in Chicagolahd is Rich- 
mond game fields, located on High- 
way 173, Vi> mile east of Richmond, 
111. 

It is operated as a hunting club 
and has been three years in the 











making. It "has 'been developed 
scientifically from the standpoint of 
raising wildlife, providing, proper 
cover and feed. It is made up of 
1,000 acres devoted entirely io 'hunt- 
ing.- ; -"£/ -r„ • ' ~ l -";,p\ ; wi&'M 
There-^Has been special planting 
of feed such as sorghums, dwarf 
corn and others Jo provide adequate 
cover and feed' for pheasants. Duck 
shooting is also provided ' on /the 
lakes and sloughs of the property.
